BLECTION REPEAL 


Vote 98 to 42 Against Special 
Referendum in April on Con- 
stitutional Convention. 


DEMOCRATS STAND ALONE 


Progressives and Independents Join 
Republicans for. Repeal—Spirited 
Debate Precedes Vote.

ALBANY, March 18.—After prolonged 
débate, the Assembly to-day voted, 98 
to 42, to repeal the law enacted last 
December which. provided for a refer- 
endum at a special election oh April 7 
next to determine whether a convention 
should be: called: for next Spring to 
revise the State Constitution. 

The question came’ before the Assem- 
bly in the form of a bill introduced sev- 
eral weeks dzo. by Jchn Leo Sullivan, 
who represents the Second District of 
Chatauqua. Mr. Sullivan is a Progres- 
Sive Republican. Ali of the Progres- 
sives, with the exception .of Leroy J. 
Weed of Nassau, voted’ with the Re- 
~publicans to repeal the law. Three of 
the members listed as Independents fol- 
‘lowed the same course. John P. La 
Frenz, an Independent Democrat of 
Kins, voted with the Democratic reg- 
ulars tqsustain the action of last year’s 
Tammany-ridden Legislature in passing 
the law providing for the April élec- 
tion. 

The Sullivan bill now goes to the Sen- 
ate for action. That body is still domi- 
nated by the Democratic State machine 
and, it is generally predicted, will de- 
feat the repeal bill. _For all that, the 
organization is taking no chances. The 
party. whip will be cracked over the 
heads of the Democratic Senators -be- 
fove the Sullivan bill comes up for final 
action in the upper house. It was: ad- 
mitted to-day that the Democratic State 
Committee at its meeting next Saturday 
would adopt.a resolution reaffirming the 
party attitude as expressed through’ the 
passage of the law providing for the 
special election.

Mrs: Mary H. Smith, widow of the 
Rev. Dr. Cornelius B. Smith, once rector 
of. St. James’s Episcopal Church at Mad- 
ison“ Avenue and‘ Seventy-first Street, 
was crushed to-death shortly after 7 
o’clock last night in an elevator accident 
at 151 East Eighty-first Street.

Mary Phagan’s Slayer Left a 
Plain Track and He 
Will Get Him.

Finding It Hard to Get at Conley—

ATLANTA, “March 18.—William J, 
Burns announced ‘this afternoon that 
there was no question that he would be 
able to clear up the element of mystery 
that has surrounded’ the murder of 
little Mary Phagan from the beginning, 
and. he indicated that he believed Leo 
M. Frank was innocent .of the crime 
for which he is under sentence of death. 

“The track of the’ murderer of the 
little girl is plain,” the detective said. 
“Every criminal, especially a mur- 
derer, leaves a track—som® trace of his 
operations—that points to him unerring- 
ly. In some cases the track is plainer 
and the trail-easier to follow than in 
others, but in all of them the track is 
there, In the. Phagan case there are 
many things that point to the mur- 
derer. I have found the trail and my 
work now will..be to follow it to its 
¢onciusion.”’ 

The detective took occasion to. ex- 
press his belief in Solicitor Dorsey's 
honesty of purpose in prosecuting Leo

declared that he had just named his 
first-born baby Leo Frank.

“The idea of a man naming his ‘child 
for a man who has twice been con- 
demnéd as a miurderer was so ludi- 
crous,” .

WAGNER ANSWERS MARSHALL.

His 
Majesty, who is described as very 
happy. over the birth of a sixth grand- 
son, ordered that all the official build- 
ings in the capital be decorated with 
flags, and declared a public holiday 
for the school children. 

At Brunswick the birth of a hered- 
itary Prince was announced to the 
populace by a salute of 101 guns. In 
Berlin, Hanover, and other cities the 
tidings. were made known early in the 
morning in extra editions of the news- 
papers. ey 

The Kaiser remained in telephonic 
communication with the Kaiserin and 
his son-in-law throughout the day: 
He plans to go to Brunswick to-mor- 
row, cancelling other engagements, to 
see his new ndchild, and to extend 
his congratulations to the parents. 

The enthusiasm In Brunswick 
reached its climax at noon to-day, 
when three miHtary airmen flew over 
the ducal castle and dropped flowers 
on the roof. At about the same time 
the Duke appeared on a balcony of 
the castle and was compeiled to stand 
bowing for ten. minutes while a big 
crowd cheered him. 

The Duke has given. $7,500 to the 
poor of the Duchy in honor of the 
birth of an heir.

AFRIGAN SKELETON 
TRUE MISSING LINK? 


Indications That Man Whose 
Bones Were Discovered by Dr. 
Reck Did Not Walk Upright. 


IS 150,000 YEARS OLD 


Of Strong Negroid Type — skull 


Taken to Berlin by Its Finder 
and Skeleton on the Way. 


Special Cable to THR NEw YORK TIMEs. 

LONDON, Thursday, March 19.—De- 
tails about the remarkable. human 
skeleton found in Africa, the discovery 
of which was told in a special cable 
dispatch to THE NEw York TIMES 
several days ago, are contained in a 
dispatch from Berlin to the London 
Times: 

“Dr. Hans Reck of the Geological 
Institute of Berlin University discov- 
ered at Oldoway, in North German 
East Africa, a human skeleton which 
for the anthropologist seems to be of 
the first importance. He lectured 
upon the subject last night and 
showed me the skull this (Wednes- 
day) afternoon. 

“He brought the skull home with 
him-among his linen for greater safe- 
ty, while the rest of the skeleton and 
the animal remains found near it are 
still on their way. 

“The. remains .were found with 


mammoth fossils, of which one is a 
tooth 10 feet 5 inches long, and when 
these are compared with -fossils here 
it will be possible to determine the 
man’s age. 

“At present all that Dr. Reck can 

say is that the man is, roughly, 150,- 
000° years old, and belongs to the 
diluvian period of Africa, which syn- 
chronizes with the ice period of 
Northern Europe. 
. “It is a “wonderful skull, wonder- 
fully preserved, long, narrow, with an 
unmistakably negroid jaw,. and the 
back of the head finely developed and 
deep. The ribs and breast are akin 
to those of the ape, but the skull is 
unmistakably human. 

“There are indications that the 
muscles of the neck were enormously 
strong and that the man did not walk 
quite upright. His thirty-six teeth 
are complete and. beautifully pre- 
served. There are marks upon-them 
as if they had been filed. 

“The formation of the eye-sockets 


and the bridge of the nose is akin to 
that of the primitive African bush- 
man. 

“The man was found lying on his 
back, with his head turned over to the 
right.. His hands were-before his face 
and his legs drawn up in a crouching 
position. 

“Dr. Reck is almost certain that the 
position is not one of burial, On the 
spot where the man was found there 
Was oncé a lake and it is conjectured 
that the man was drowned and the 
body was gradually covered with de- 
posits of sand and chalk, which, in 
the .course of centuries, turned into 
the volcanic tufa in which the skeleton 
was found. 

“Dr, Reck described the excavation 
in his lecture. He turned up five 
strata. Inthe bottom stratum were 
rhinoceros. bones;- in the second the 
man, elephant bones, and the skull of 
a hippopotamus; in the third antelope 
bones, .in the fourth tortoise shells, 
and in the fifth and upper stratum 
fauna of the steppes.” 


TRYING NEW ANAESTHETIC, 


Prolonged Insensibility Follows Use 
of Urethane.

LONDON, Thursday, March 19.— 
The London Times announces that in- 
teresting experiments with a new 
anaesthetic, which it is believed may 
prove of great service, are being con- 
ducted: on animals in a Cambridge 
laboratory. 

The anaesthetic is a substance which 
for a considerable time has been famil- 
iar to medical men and chemists under 
the name of urethane. This drug, 
which is obtained by combining urea 
with: alcohol, is administered hyper- 
dermically, like morphia, with a 
syringe. 

The great advantage of urethane 
is said to He in the fact that heart 
failure never occurs when it is prop- 
erly used. On the other hand, a very 
prolonged period — of insensibility— 
about six hours—follows the adminis- 
tration of urethane, and it has not so 
jadi been found possible to shorten this

After-theatre diners now have a rea- 
sonable assurance that they can drink, 
dance, and dine in the cabaret restau- 
Tants of the city until 2 A. M., instead 
of 1A. M. By a unanimous vote Mayor 
Mitchel’s committee, «popularly known 
@s the curfew committee, voted. yes- 
terday to recommend an extension of 


, One hour to the cabarets. The commit- 


tee held two public hearings on the 
question of closing. The -vote showed 
that the hotel and restaurant men got 
nearly everything that they asked for 
and that the objections of church rep- 
resentatives, reformers, and temperance 
workers did not figure in any compro- 
mise. 

The report of the committee will be 
presented formally to Mayor Mitchel to- 
day, and it is expected that the Mayor 
will abide by the report. The report is 
brief and is a virtual indorsement of 
‘closing plan put forward by Ar- 
Woods, the Mayor’s secretary. 
Six of the seven members of the com- 
mittee, including Chairman Herman 
Ridder, the Rev. Dr. Nehemiah Boyn- 
ton, Michael Furst, Fred Sterry, Prof. 
Franklin H. Giddings, and Thomas M. 
Mulry, signed the report. Here it is:

PERJURY, SAYS THE COURT. 


Justice Manning Dismisses a Suit 
When Complainant Testifies Falsely. 

Declaring that Benjamin Mintzer of 
242 Seigel Street, Brooklyn, had com- 
mitted perjury in the presence of the 
court, Justice Manning, on his own mo- 
tion, summarily took from the jury yes- 


terday consideration of a suit for $30,- 


000 damages Mintzer had instituted 
against the New York & Queens County 
Electric Railway and dismissed the 
case. While :istening to Mintzer’s testi- 
mony Justice Manning stopped the case 
and said that the witness was com- 
mitting perjury. : 
“It is useless. for me to hear more of 
this case,” he said, ‘‘ for I would have 
to charge the jury that I would not be- 
lieve this plaintiff under oath.’’ 
Mintzer is a dealer in butter and eggs. 
He swore that he boarded a trolley car 
in Maurice Avenue, Maspeth, on Christ- 
mas eve of 1912, when he was attacked 
by the conductor, William Murray, and 
beaten so badly that he -was confined to 
his house for more than ten days. He 
testified that his injuries were so se- 
yere that he was compelled to sell Lis 
store because he was unable to carry'‘on 
kis business. On _  cross-examination 
George B. Hanavan, attorney for the 
railroad, produced the bill of sale, show- 
ing that. Mintzer had sold his store four 
Gays before the encounter on the trolley 


car. 

‘“* Why did you so testify? ’? demanded 
the court when Mintzer admitted that 
the date on the bill of sale was right. 

“TI was sick and didn’t remember,” 
was the answer. 

The court said that Mintzer’s testi- 
mony should be presented to the Grand 
Jury. In presenting the side of the rail- 
road to the jury Attorney Hanavan said 
that Mintzer got aboard the car on 
which there were paly a few passengers 
and sat down on the lap of a young girl 
and tried to kiss and hug her. After 
some difficulty the conductor ejected 
bim from the car. 


MODEL OF NEWSUBWAYCARS 


More Seats and More Standing 
Room, with Doors on the Sides. 


A model of the cars to be used in 
the Broadway Subway is now being 
exhibited by the Broadway Association 
at the Hotel Martinique. The new cars 
are 67 feet long and 10 feet wide, as 
against 51 feet 5 inches by 8 feet 8% 
inches, the dimensions of those now in 
use. Aside from this increase in size 
there has been a considerable change 
in seating arrangements and in en- 
trances to the car. There is no en- 
trance at the end of a car of the new 
t pe, but three sliding doors in each 
side 


From the sides of the car 
jut out, and seats are place 
them as well as along the sides. Under 
this arrangement the total seating 
capacity in rush hours, when all the 
doors are working, is 78, and at ordi- 
nary times, when all but one of the 
doors can be kept closed, folding seats 
in front of the doors will raise the total 
number to 98. 

The subway cars in present use will 
seat 44 persons each. It is estimated 
that the rush-hour load for each car in 
an express is about 120, which means 
that 76 people have to stand in 187 
square feet of space. Each of the new 
cars will have 357 square feet of stand- 
ing room, and as the opening of the 
hew subway will greatly decrease the 
congestion for the next few years at 
least, there is reason to hope that 
straphangers may be able to stand on 
their own feet rather than on those of 
their neighbors. 

_The new cars are of Bee! construc- 
tion throughout, have automatic tail 
lights, electro-pneumatic opening of 
doors, automatic couplers, which wiil 
make sit unnecessary for an employe 
to stand or reach between the cars in 
coupling; automatic speed control on

Dead Police Inspector Denies 
Any Wrongdoing and De- 
nounces His “‘ Enemies.” 


“NOT HUMAN” TO TRY HIM 


Addressed His Statement to the 
Newspapers—Grief Caused His 
Death, His Son Says. 


Eugene R. O’Brien, son of former 
Police Inspector John J. O'Brien, who 
died last Saturday afternoon at his 
home, 105 North Oxford Street, Brook- 
lyn, made public a remarkable document 
which he had discovered among his 
father’s effects. The paper is a protest 
from the dead police inspector against 
the treatment accorded him in the de- 
partment. It is written in lead pencil 
on manila paper and bears no date. It 
was evidently prepared by Inspector 


O’Brien a short time before his death. 
On the envelope in which the paper was 
enclosed was scribbled the words “* For 
the newspapers.’”’ The message is: 

I know something of what the world calis 
criminals. They haye the same warm clasp 
as you and I. Their brains were fashioned 
by the same power. You and I may have 

criminal instincts, and it may have been 
our good fortune never to have had temp- 
tations thrown in our path. 

We all fill our places in life playing the 
game until we go out forever. I know the 
human side ‘of criminals, and I know that 

human lives are much alike, but when I 
see a man placing himself on a pedestal 
and calling his fellow-men criminals, 
mistrust that man. 

I am growing older. I have grown weary 
of this tribulation. It was not fair, it was 
not just, it was not human that I was tried 
on the charges and treated as 1 was, If 

my enemies had any sense of justice I 
should not have been called upon to defend 
myself. 

I have loved and law and order, 
and I have loved my fellow-man. I have 
practiced kindness and gentleness and 

mercy the best I could as the years have 

one. That is why I was treated as I was, 

I: loved, not judged, my fellow- 
man, 

The son of the former police official 
said that the statement was a message 
from the grave and that his father was 
innocent of any wrongdoing. He said: 

“It seems to me that Father intended 
that statement to be just what it is— 
a& message from the grave. He was as 
innocent of wrongdoing during his long 
and eventful career in the Police De- 
poreeant as an unborn babe. He may 

ave made mistakes, but that was to 
be expected, as none of us is infallible. 
He never issued a statement to the 
newspapers, preferring to bear his sor- 
row in silence, and knowing his an- 
tipathy to the press for its harsh and 
unjust criticism of him we were reluc- 
tant to give the message out. But it 
appears as if it were Father’s wish 
that the public should know that it was 
a broken heart which killed him. 

‘“‘He didn’t want to use the newspa- 
pers to scourge the enemies who plotted 
against him and succeeded in forcing 
him out of the Police Department. He 
elected to bear the burden of sorrow in 
silence, and it was the great sorrow 
over the terrible injustice done him that 
hastened the end. Pneumonia was a 
contributory cause, but my father died 
of a broken heart.” 

Funeral services for the Inspector 
were held yesterday morning at the 
Church of the Sacred Heart, Clermont 
Avenue. near Park. The church was 
crowded with friends and acquaintances 
of the former police official. Interment 
was in Holy Cross Cemetery.

Henry C. Wright, who presented the 
report of the special committee, of 
which George McAneny, President of 
the Board of Aldermen, is Chairman, 
asserted further in his findings: 

. “The payments by the State Board of

greatly in the last ten years,” and “‘an 
increasing number of State poor are ap- 
parently being supported in city insti- 
tutions without reimbursement by the 
State.”’ 

In a letter to Mayor Mitchel, Presi- 
dent William R. Stewart of the State 
Bosrd of Charities, enclosing the reply 
made to the charges by Dr. Robert W. 
Hill, Superintendent of State and Alien 
Poor, says: 

Dr. Hill says the comparatively small 


proportion removed of the thousands 
committed amnually to city institutions 
cannot be justly charged to laxity in 
the enforcement of the law, for the num- 
ber is largely verned by conditions 
that are not embraced in the questions 
of nationality, residence, age, sex and 
civil conditions. .The controlling prin- 
ciple is the actual need of the applicant. 

e finds that approximately two- 
thirds:of the inmates of city almshouses 
in 1911. were forefgn born; in lodging 
houses nearly one-half were foreigners, 
and the same proportion prevailed 
among the patients treated in the hos- 
pitals under the Department of Chari- 
ties, and in Bellevue and allied hospi- 
tals. He adds: 

“These figures are apparently used 
by Mr. Wright to indicate that as over 
50 per cent. of the patients and inmates 
are foreign born they should be main- 
tained elsewhere when in need and not 
at the cost of the city. This position 
is untenable, and the use made. of the 
figures tends to false conclusions. . The 
total of forei born in these institu- 
tions has no significance when the mat- 
ter of responsibility for the cost of 
maintenance is considered and is mis- 
leading because it does not differentiate 
the forei born .citizen from the alien. 

“The forei born and naturalized 
citizen is entitled to the same benefits 
and privileges that the native born en- 
joys. It would be eminently unjust to 
assume that all aliens in charitable in- 
stitutions are property, removable by: the 
State Board of Charities. The power of 
removal is ample, but is also condi- 
tioned upon discretion.

SCHOOL BALLOTS REJECTED. 


Park Ridge, N. J.,. Stirred Over a 
Vote on a $1,500 Appropriation. : 


Several of the electors of Park Ridge, 
N. J., who have business offices in New 
York went to their lawyers yesterday 
to find out what could be done to pre- 
vent the Park Ridge School Board from 
levying a schoo] tax. and appropriating 
$1,500 for the maintenance of a manual 
training school. After a stormy meet- 
ing of the electors on Tuesday night, 
R. A. Sibbald, a_member -of the Bor- 
ough and State Boards of Education, 
who presided, ruled that the appropri- 
ation and tax had been voted by a 
majority of one—42 for and 41 against. 
Seventy-eight ballots were not counted 


at the pegettng. There was a line too 
many or a line too long on each of 
them, the tellers decided. All of these 
78 votes, it was said yesterday, were 
against both the tax and the appropri- 
ation and were unmistakably marked. 
The tellers: took advantage of a most 
urrusual form of ballot and unauthorized 
technicalities in throwing them out, ‘it 
was char, ‘ , 

The ballot was unusual. It appeared 
to presuppose an affirmative vote: If 
a@ person wanted to vote:.in the affirma- 
tive he had only to drop his ballot in the 
box unmarked, but there were no in- 
structions on the ballot as to how a 
negative vote should be registered. In 
one line was printed, ‘‘ Yes. For man- 
ual training school, $1,500,’ and below 
another ‘‘ Yes’” . t a resolution 
authorizing the tax following it. 

Mr. Sibbald, it was said, told the 
voters to strike out ‘‘ Yes’’ and write 
**No”’ over it if they wanted to vote 
in the negative.

Under the ‘Hospital Com- 
mission, serving . without pay, the 
hospital system hag gotten along with 
few if any scandals of consequence 
for nearly a generation. “After the 
laws recommended by Mr. OsBorne 
have been passed—they were recom- 
mended, and éarlier, by the Assembly 
Trivestigating Committee by advice 
of its, counsel, Mr. J, K. CLarRK—it 
will be a criminal ‘offense for actual 
or would-be contractors to contribute 
to campaign funds, and for. candi- 
dates and political ‘committees to re- 
ceive their contributions. That will 
make the ‘work of’ the highway 
trustees and their chief engineer 
comparatively simple in administering 
the civil service law in’ the depart- 
ment without political interference.

SCHOOLS AND FIRES. 

While there is difference of opin- 
fon between: the ‘school authorities 
and the Fire Department and En- 
gineer ARMSTRONG as. to the extent 
of dangerous conditions in our 
school buildings, there is only ‘* 
much foundation for the fears ex- 
pressed by the ¢ngineer. Every 
possible measure should be taken 
to remedy conditions that are not: 
the best. It is to be hoped that the 
Board of Estimate -will see its way 
clear to grant *the appropriation 
asked for by. the Board of HEduca- 
tion. for the purpose of better safe- 
guarding the lives of the childrén, 

It is pointed out that there has 
been no loss of life among the chil- 
dren, but it is admitted that in ‘the 
past year there have been twenty- 
seven fires in the school buildings. 
It' is probable that the loss of life 
was. prevented more by the really 
wonderful system of fire drills' and 
the coolness, courage, and quiet 
fidelity of the teachers in charge 
than by the protective features*® of 
the buildings. For this system the 
educational. authorities are entitled 
to the highest praise, but it: is ob- 
vious that it is not adequate and 
that it does not justify omission to 
make the buildings as safe as is pos- 
sible.: The matter requires careful 
and prompt attention. 














THE OUNCE OF PREVENTION. 
The Workmen’s Compensation Com- 
mission, of which four members have 
been appointed, under the terms 
of the law, an €xcellent: dpportunity 
to develop a system for the preven- 
tion of accidents which will be worth 
quite as much as the system of.com- 
pensation, if not more. Some of the 
Commissioners’ we ‘know have been 
deeply interested in this phase of the 
great. work, and, we are <encouraged 
to think that it will be taken up seri- 
ously and with Care and energy. * 
The ‘provisions of law that apply 
directly to this purpose are in two 
statuteg, ofie the Compensation act 
and the other an amendment to the 
insurance laws, providing for mutual 
insurance companies among employ- 
ers. The former, (Section 96,) provides 
for the creation of associations for 
accident prevention within any of the 
groups described in’ the law which 
may make rules for the prevention of 
accidents. These rules, when -ap- 
proved by the Commission and by the 
Industrial Board of the Labor Depart- 
ment, are binding on all. employers 
within the respective groups. , Inspec- 
tion as.to the.observance of the rules 
is provided for. Under the amendment 
to the insurance law, companies, not 
necessarily confined to one. group, 
may be formed for mutual insurance 
against accident, .In such case the 
Board of . Directors is required (Section 
193) “to make and. enforce reason- 
“able rules and regulations not in con- 
“flict with the laws of the State. for, 


“ ployés_ on. the premises of members, 
“and for this purpose the Inspectors 
“of the corporation shall have free 
“access to all such premises during 
“regular working hours;” and the pol- 
icy of any member neglecting to pro- 
vide the required safety appliances 
“may be canceled and terminated by 
the Board of Directors,” ’

To the little stage of the Princess 
Theatre, ‘where, until Saturday night 
one-act plays of shocks and quips, were 
the order of entertainment, there came 
last evening a farce that has beeh put 
together by Washington Pezet and 
Bertram ~Marburgh. As the title 
* Marrying Money ” suggests, the theme 
is the commercialization of romance in 
the scramble for /social position. 

Now, the obligation to carry a theme 
of any weight unless it be very lightly 
and airily tossed about. may well cause 

a farce to sag in’ the middle, and there 
are times in the cowrse of this play 
when this is happening very obviously. 
In the moments ‘when the authors feel 
called upon to satirize and moralize. they 
do not.succeed very happily. The shafts 
of their criticism as directed against the 
hollow preténsions: of seciai .climbing, 
and the mad, mad rush, for wealth in 
this country are not well-pointed shafts. 
Indeed, the glimpses of the various 
rounds of the social ladder that. the 
play discloses\ remind one of the social 
satire of the variety content to rest on 
coining such names as ‘‘ Vanastorbilt”’ 
and which was known to enliven the 
very light magazines somewhere back 
in the late nineties. 

This accounts for some of the dull 
moments, but not all of them, for the 
authors of ‘‘ Marrying Money * aiso-al- 
low’ themselves. the Juxury of a little 
moraliging, and there are a few lines 
seattered here*and here which sound 
for all the world as 1f they had been 
clipped from the_discarded manuscript 
of “What Would You Do?” the melo- 
drama ‘that was recently and briefly 
seen at the Hudson Theatre. 

But these. are only spots. When. Mr. 
Peget and Mr. Marburgh forget their 
self-imposed task of being caustic and 
epigrammatic* and Settle down the 
business of entertaining with a straight- 
away farce, they do manage to tell an 
amusing story with considerable fresh- 
ness of invention, and a particular at- 
traction in ‘‘ Marrying Money’’ lies in 
the fact that the last act. is the best 
and most amusing of the. three. 

This story. they tell concerns_a youth 
named Varderpoel who, in his disap- 
pointment at having Pera a to inherit

distant relative in the wealthy branch 
of the Vanderpoéel family, decides on 
the spur of the moment to marry a rich 
girl on the strength of his high-sound- 
ing name. Unfortunately for his. plans, 
the girl he selects. has just learned that 
het father bas lost his fortune, but she 
keeps this a dark secret, for she, too, 
has decided to: marry for money.

Yale and the Pennsylvania State ‘Aeri- 
cultural Collége, who has been chosen 
as .Superintendent of. the -colony’and 
will live with. the boys as.one of them- 
gelves,. It is expected. that there will be 
twenty-five boys at the colony by April 
1, and that they will quickly erect 
temporary quarters, which . will ac- 
cOmmodate a score more. ASs goon AS 
pre accommodations are_ provided all 
hé 870: boys now ‘at the Hart's Island 
Reférmatory. will be brought to Denton. 

The object of the colony is to induce 
each boy to become interested in some 
branch of agricultural work, and make 
himself. worth while when he goes out 
into the world for himself.

Cardone, 16 Years Old, Entered a 
Score of Apartments in Three. 
Weeks by Fire Escapes. 


Magistrate Krotel in the Harlem Court 


‘listened yesterday with amazement to a 


tale of crime related by a 16-year-old- 
burglar named Joseph Cardone, who 
confessed that within the last three 
weeks ‘he had entered and robbed at 
least & score of homes. The boy gave 
this report of his operations, but -in- 
sisted that they weére only a smal part 
of the entire number: Robert Horz, 145 
West 145th Street, $200; Leo Siegel, 152 
West 144th Street, $150; Charles Hurl- 
son, 252. West i49th Street, $300; John 
Butler, 211 West 148th Street, $250; Mrs.. 
Katherine Wallin, 290 West - 147th 
Street, $150; Harry. Futerman, 230 West 
142d Street, $300; John B. “Mayers, 230 
West 1424 Street; $300; Herman Tillman, 
239 West 149th Street, -$300; Charles 
Taylor, 123 West 142d Street, $100; Mrs. 
Wallace Brigham, .2,774 Eighth Avenue, 
$400; David Van Gerderan, 2,460 Seventh 
Avenue, $650, and Henri La Forte, 2,504 
Seventh Avenue, $300. 

The boy told the Magistrate that his 
home was at 139 Myrtle Avenue, Pas- 
saic, N. J., and that about a month ago 
he came to this.city in search of a job. 
He met two men, he said; who told him 
that he was a fool to work, when he 
could make a good living without much 
labor.

Detectives Stein’ and 
Curtayne of the Lenox Avenue pre- 
cinct that on many occasions, after 
entering aN’ houses, he “would 
take the pillows and bed clothing from 
perambulators in the hall and ‘* sneak 
a nap’ in the upper hall until. it was 
time to “ get busy 

Magistrate Krotel permitted the -de- 
tectives to accompany the boy to ‘the 
various houses which he had robbed to 


corroborate his story. When they re- |, 


turned they reported that Cardone’ was 
teHing the exact truth. In the boy's 
possession was a large number of pawn 
tickets for jewelry and-furs. The de- 
tectives said later that through these 
tickets practically all of the loot taken 
by the boy in the last three weeks would 
be recovered. e boy admitted to: 
Magistrate Krotel that hé had served a 
short sentence in the Catholic Protect- 
ory, ‘and that his parole expired only 
two weeks ago.
